14 and is in accordance with an 
act passed by the last state legis- 
lature. Within a reasonable time 
after that date state traffic of- 
ficers will be instructed to arrest 
all drivers not having an up-to- 
date license. 

While the Upland police de- 
partment has not yet received in- 
struction in the matter, local 
police departments will be in po- 
sition to give the examinations 
before Aug. 14.

If 
they help us pay and we help them pay it would seem to be 
fair all around. Then why should the Press object so strongly
